The chief places inthe Emperors Part are, 1. Sabria, an 
ciently the chief City of Pannonia Superior, by the Hungarians 
called Kimarornbath , and by the Dutch, Leibnits. 2. $tri- 
don, the Birch-place of St Jerome, one of the four chief Fa. 
thers of the Latize Church, ſituate in the confines of Hun. 
gary, and Dalmatia , commonly called Strigman. 3. A- 
gria, à Biſhops See. 4. Nitri, a Biſhops See alſo, on the 
River Boch, 5. Sopran, on the Borders of «Auſtria, 
6. Komara , a ſtrong piece, ſtanding in an Iſland of the 
ſame name, made by the Dane. 7. Preszburg on the 
edge of Auſtria, on the North fide of that River, called by the 
Latines, Poſſonium : It's ſeated in a pleaſant healthful Coun- 
try on the River Lyet, which there falls into the Danow: in 
the Suburbs whereof , upon the top of an high Mountain, 
ſtandeth a Stately Caſtle, the ordinary reſidence of the Em- 
perors, as Kings of Hungary. For though it be a little City, 
and not very beautiful, yet being ſecured by the neigbbor- 
hood of Auſtria, it hath been made the Regal City of Hun- 
gary fince Buda was loſt. Before the walls hereof died Count 

Dampier, one of the chief Commanders of the Emperor Fer-

Skirmiſh: received ſixteen wounds, Here was alſo lain with 
him at the fame time, Torguato, an Italian prince, Count 
Verdugo , a Spaniſh Earl, and one of the Gouragas , of the 
houſe of Mantua.

Ard for ſuch as have lands, they grow 
poorer every Day then other, For though the Females be ex- 
cluded from inheriting their Fathers Poſſeſſions (to whom 
they give no Portion, but new clothes on their Wedding day) 
yet, ſeeing the Sons do cqually ſhare their Fathers eſtate a- 
mongſt them (as ſuch who hold in Gavelkina, do here in Exg- 
land) it ruſt needs be, that by ſo many Diviſions, and Sub- 
diviſions, the greateſt Patrimony that is, will be brought to 
little, Both Sexes in their education are inured to hardſhip, 


| being not ſuffered to lie in Beds till the night of cheir mar. 
riage. 

| The Hungarians at this day contemn eaſe, and pleaſure, and 
live not in Towns bur as ſtangers, with a deſign to be ſoon 
gone. Great men lodge their delights in their Gardens, and 
' Baths, and care not for their Buildings, but deſire to live at 
large. The Common People live in Cabins, and little lodg- 
ings ill made. 

Their Garments are long and ſtately, their Womens Gar- 
ments are ſtraight, and cover them unto the neck; they wear 
upon their Gowns, long Cloaks, and they cover their Heads 
with Vai's, or Linnen Cloth, and hide all but their eyes and 
noſe ; and moſt of them wear Pearls, and precious ſtones, Al- 
ſo both men and women wear Buskins up to the calf of the 
Leg; they mourn a whole year for their Friends and Kinſ- 


tolks when they die , and ſometimes two years, they ſhave 
their Beards, and leave nothing but their Muſt: ches, which are 
ſometimes very long. They have a particular Lar guage, 


which differs not much from the Beben ian: ard they have 
alſo a perticular form of Letters, yet moſt commonly they uſe 
the Roman Characters; they are very proud and havphty, 
ſtrong in War, and are better Souldiers on Horſ back chen 
on Foot; they are very obedient to the Prince, and his Leiu- 
tenants.

This Country alſo abounds in Mineral Salt at 
Maromaruſia, and other places, which they cut like unto a 
ſtone, There are alſo hot waters, whoſe Fiſh being taken out, 
and put into cold water dies preſently, The waters of the 
County of Liptove, neer unto the Village of St oh, are good 
againſt Scabs. In the Territory of Zepns there are waters in 
which Wood is turned into Stone: and neer unto St Martins

The King of Hungary Governs his Realm chiefly by two 
Magiſtrates, yet in the Upper Hungary there uſed to be three 
Magiſtrates. The firſt Governs the Realm in the Rings Name. 
The chief Magiſtrate is the Palatine of the Realm, who is next 
unto the Kirg, and Judges the King bhimſelf, if he be accuſed, 
He is choſen by the People, ard his Office is not Hereditary, 
There is alſo the Jucge of the Court, who is one of the ordi- 
nary Judges of the Realm. Then the perpetual Chancellor, 
who is the Archbiſhop of Strigenium, the Primate of the King- 
dom, and the Chief Secretary; His Office is to Annoiat the 
King when he is choſen; and to Seal all Patents, and Privi- 
ledges, There is alſo the Maſter of the Court, who muſt of ne- 
ceſſity follow the King, and is his neereſt Counſellor, There is 
alſo the Maſter of the Royal Tayernies, who hath the charge 
of Mines, and Saltpits, and doth Judge of cauſes which concern 
the Kings revenues in Towns, Burroughs, and Caftles, 

The ſecond Magiſtrate is appointed for matters of juſtice, 
and this Magiſtracy comprehends three Officers of very great 
authorigy, that is, the Vice-Palatine of the Realm, the Per. 


Judgements, and is above all other Judges, and the Vice-Judge 
of the Court, The Inferior Officers are choſe, who are rather 
Executioners of Judgement than Magiſtrates , and there are 
two Protonotaries of the Perſonal Judge, one of the Vice- 
Palatine, and one of the Vice-Judge of the Court, All theſe 
are called Maſters, and have joyned to them the Archbiſhop 
of Strigoniams Secretary, who is called Fiſcall, beſides twelve 

Aſſiſtants, and certain ſworn Notaries. 
Beſides all theſe, there ate the Kings Officers, as the Trea- 
ſurer, 


— 
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ſurer, the High Chamberlain , and other Chamberlains; the 
Lord Steward of the Kings Houſe, and other Maſters of the 
Houſhold; the Chief Cup-Bzarer ; Gentlemen Servants, 
Uſhers, and many other Inferior Officers. 

This Kingdom of Hungary bath ever been Elective, and 
hath had ſpecial Priviledges indu'g:d them by their former 
Kings, King Andrew gave Authority to his Prelates, Peers, 
and People, that without any imputation of diſſoyalty, they 
might contradict, oppoſe, and reſiſt their King, if he did any 
thi-g in Violation of their Laws and Sanctions: as Dr Heylin 
ſaich in his Geography. p. 189, But ſince the houſe of £1» 
ſtria came to pl. ls chis Crown of Hungary, they have mad:

For inthgir ancient Government, when as their Kings me int 
to undertake War, to conclude a Peace, or to alter any thing 
in the Government of the Commonwealth, their manner was 
to aſſemble the Barons, Biſhops, and Gentlemen at a certain 
place, where, by the conſent of the greater part, their Kings 
had power to confirm, abrogate, or make Laws, To denounce 
War, to conclude Peace, and to charge their Lands with Im- 
poſitions, and Taxes according as neceſſity required; Which 
Aſſemblies are ſtill in uſe, but the freedom thereof, is much 
retrenched, and impaired, there being cow nothing propoun- 
ded to theſe Aſſemblies by their new Governors, but co raiſe 
a Contribution of Mony to reſiſt the Turk when he threatens 
any Invaſion, to which demand, the Eſtates give their reſolu- 
tion by a certain Day, .

An account of the Controverſies which have happened in 
the Kingdom of Hungary, ſince the Peace that was made 
with the Turks. Anno Chriſti 1605, to 1663. | 


The controverſies which happened in Hungary, as well for | 
Religion, as for the charges, and Commands in Armies, were 
the cauſes of many, and great miſchiefs, For Botzhay 1/t- 
bam, Duke of KiſSaria, and Prince of Tranſylvania, revolted 


gary to joyn with him upon aſſurance of aſſiſtance from the 
Turk; Then did Botzkay take the field with great numbers of 
Heidacks, and made a Declaration againſt the Emperors Lieu- 
cenants, which were four, who joyning their Forces together, 
went againſt Buaksy, When the Armies met, the Hungarians, 
both Horſe and Foot yielded to Borzkgy; The fight eontinu- 
ed (ix hours, and the Imperia liſts were routed, Belliceuſe, one 
of their Generals, fled, and the Germans, and Silefrans were 
cut in pieces j Pets, and Pallas Lippay, were taken Priſoners, 
and Botzhay ſent Pets, and ſome Enfigns to Herder Baſſa, to 


ſhew his affetion co the Turk and alle Lippy 
C 2 remained 
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remained Lieutenant to Botzkay : and they publiſhed another 
Declaration, that they cook up Arms for their Civil Liberties, 
and Conſciences, and to hinder the Perſecution of the 
Goſpel. 

Hereupon the Rowan Clergy,& Jcſuites were forced to fly to 
Vienna; and the Citizens of Caſſovia thruſt the Prieſts and 
Clergy out of their Towns , and became Proteſtants of the 
Augaſtane Confeſſion. Baſte, the Emperors Lieutenant, pub- 


ſiſting of fix thouſand men. Having raiſed his Siege, in his 
return, he took Epper, and ſome weaker places, upon condition 
to ſaſſer them to enjoy their Religion according to the Confeſ- 
fion of Ausbourg * But being purſued by Bot bai, he loſt thirty 
Waggons laden with Silver, and ſtore of Clothes that came 
from Vienna. This ſo amazed the neighbour places, that the 
Germans, and other Strangers were cut in pieces. 

Then did Baſte perſwade Botzhay by his letters, to hearken 
to peace, and to draw the Emperors Subjects to their obedi- 
ence : Botzkay anſwered, that he was contem, upon condition 
that he ſhould enjoy the Principality of Tranſl vania, and be 
the Emperors Lieutenant in Hungary. That the French and 
Walloows ſhould depart the Country: That the Souldiers 
ſhould be paid; That the Proteſtants ſhould not be moleſted 
in the exerciſe of their Religion: That Belliceuſe (who was 
the cauſe of theſe troubles) ſhould be delivered into his hands 
todo juſtice upon him; and that the Emperor ſhould come 
in Perſon tothe Eſtates at Ponſon , and in the mean time the 
| Germans ſhould not ſtir out of the Gariſons to plunder the 
Countrey. 

Baſe L theſe demands ſo high, returned no anſwer. All 
Tranſylvania obeyed Botakay , and he received Money from 
the Turk, wherewith he paid bis Souldiers, and called the 
Eſtates of Hungary to a General Aſſembly upon the laſt of 
April, In the mean time the Earls of Herin, Nadafte , and 
Buda, who before had fought with the Turk, fell to Botzkays 

Party, having an Army of twenty five thouſand men; Mol- 
pry, and Wallachia alſo obeyed him. This made — 
the 
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liſhed a General Pardon in his Maſters name, but it prevailed 
nothing: He alſo beſieged Caſſoviain vain, the Gariſon con- 
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the Archduke, in the Emperors name, to ſeek for peace, and 
Botzkay ſent Helias Hali, who met with the Emperors Com- 
miſſioner, and told him that his Maſter weuld not refuſe 
Peace ifche Emperor would grant him the Conditions which 
he had before propounded; as allo that no Biſhop ſhould 
be of the Senate in Hungary, but he onely that was 
Chancellor. 

Then did Botzkay ſend Ambaſſadors to Vienna, where at laſt 
a Peace was concluded in the year 1606, and the Moneth of 
September, which conſiſted of theſe ſix Articles. 

1. That they ſhould enjoy liberty of Conſcience through- 
out all Hungary, namely the Catholicks, Lutherans, and Cal- 
veniſts, and that no other Religion ſhould be tollerated. 

2. That the Archduke Matthias ſhould be Lieutenant Ge- 
neral for the Emperor through all Hungary, and that all things 
ſhould remain in the ſame eltate as they were in for the 
preſent. 

3. That Botzkay ſhould continue Prince of Tranſylvania, 
Earl of Sicales, and Palacine of high Hungary, and for want 
of Heirs Male, all ſhould revert to the Emperor, and that Botæ- 
kays Daughters ſhould be married according to their quality 
at the Emperors charge. 

4. That from thence-foreh the Palatine, and the General 
Treaſurers ſhould be-choſen by the Eſtates of the Country. 

5. That a General pardon ſhould be publiſhed, to the end 
that all matters might be forgotten on both parts, * 

6. The Chambers and New Courts to be aboliſhed, the 
Hungarians to redeem the Caſtles pawned to the Germans ; 
the Government of the Kingdom to be adminiſtred by the 
Hungarians, only Raab, and Comorra may be Governed by 
deſerving Germans; and that Biſhops deſcended of the Nobi- 
lity, to have voice and place in Council, others not. Bone- 
fires were made at Vienna, and all other Places for this happy 
Peace. 

Shortly after alſo a Peace was concluded between the Em- 
peror and the Great T»rk for twenty years, whereof theſe 
were the Articles. 

1. That every one ſhould return into his — re- 
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ediſie his Houſes and Caftles, and remain in the ſame Eſtate that 
he was in before the War. 

2. That the Emperor ſhould be called Father, and the 
Turk Sen; which ticles they ſhould give each to other by 
their Ambaſſadors, and in their Writing ſhould uſe the word 
Emperar, and not King, | 

3. That the Tarters ſhould be comprehended in this Peace, 
with a prohibition not to make any ſpoil in the Emperors 
Country, nor in Hungary. 

4. That all the Siguiories belonging to the Houſe of Auſtria | 
ſhould be comprehended in this Peace. | 

5- That all Acts of Hoſtility ſhould ceaſe , and cranſgreſli- | 
ons be puniſhed by ex<mplary Juſtice, 

6. That neither Part ſhall furpriſe any Fort, Town, Houſe, 
nor take any Priſoner, nor ſend any Spy into Hungary. 

7. That the Treaty of Peace made with Botzkay ſhould be 
truly obſerved. 

8, That Merchants might paſs and Traffique freely through | 
their Countries; and that there ſhould be four or five Fairs in 
every year in ſuch places as ſhould be appointed. 

9. That the Baſſa of Buda, the Governour of 7averin, and 
the Governour of S$c/avo»i4 ſhall have Authority to pacifie 
all factions, and diviſions chat may ariſe , and if they were of 
importance, the Emperor and great Turk ſhould be Me. 
diatours. 

10. That all Priſoners ſhall be ſet at liberty according to 
their quality. 

I 1. That the Archduke ſhall ſend an Ambaſſador with a pre- 
ſent to the Vizier, and the Vizier Amxr4th ſhall ſend a Preſent 
to the Archduke Matthias, and rhe Emperor ſhall ſend a Pre» 
ſent of two hundred thouſand Flrixs co the Great Turk.

der eighceen. 

Prince Rakoczs being returned into his own Country, a 
Chianx from the Great Turk met him, and commanded him 
to reſign his Pcincipality to one R adus; but he delayed to do 
it, and ſought to ſtrengthen himſelf by the help of Neigh- 
bour Princes, who yet forſook him, all but the Princes of Mot- 
dovia, and Walachia, But the Tark meeting with troubles at 
bone, ſuffered him to be quiet for the preſent; yet the next 
year he ſentan Army againſt him through Walachia, againſt 
which the Vayved oppoſing himſelf, was totally routed by the 
Turk,, and forced with rich Preſents, and large promiſe of 
Hoſtility againſt Rakoczs, to make his Peace. 

Soon after the Baſſa of Buda was commanded upon the 
ſame ſervice, who marching into Trasſylvania attempted the 
taking of Arad, but the Tran/ylvanian and Hungarian Forces, 
being neer, took advantage of ſome confuſion amongſt the 
Turks at their firft coming, ſet upon them, and with their great 
Guns ſo ſhatered them, that they were forced to fly, and leave 
their Camp, many of them periſhing in the River Mur.

want of Victuals and Forrage, and almoſt environed with | 
their enemies: About this time ZFarck-y fell into diſgrace 
wich the Turk, who preferred Apaffi ro be Prit ce of 7 ran- 
ſHlvania ; againſt whom Remini — oppoſed himſelt wich 
eight thouſand men, but he went daily to the worſt, and the 
Germans were forced to retreat, which made him betake him- 
ſelf to places of more ſecurity. 

Thus things continued till the year 1663 , at which time 
the Turk: did not only invade Tranſyvaria and Hungary, but 
ſome of the Emperors Hereditary Countries alſo, & in fly che 
Grand Vixier came into Hungary with an Army of above an 
hundred thouſand men, at leaſt an hundred great Guns, and 
all other proviſions anſwerable. His firſt work was to lay two 
Bridges over the Davow, one neer Gran, and the other neer 
Parkbam; ſo that it was doubtful whether he would fall upon 
Newhawſel , or upon Raab; but the continual rains, which

pixe. There is alſo a Story cited by Verſtigan to confirm it; 
Which is this, 

Halberſtade was beyond credit, troubled with Rats, which 
a Muſician, which they called the Peed Piper , undertook for a 
great Maſs of Money to deltroy, which they agreed to. Here- 
upon he tuned his Pipes, and all che Rats in the Town dancing 
after bim, were drowned in the next River. This done, he ask- 
ed his pay, which they denied him; Whereupon he ſtrikes up 
a new fit of mirth, and all the children, both Males, and Fe- 
males in the Towa, followed him into the Hill Hamelen, 
which preſently cloſed again, The Parents miſs their children, 
but could never hear news of them ( believe it who pleaſes ) 
till now of late fome have found them in Tranſlvania. I his 
marvellous accident is ſaid to have happened faly 22. Anne 
Chrifts 1376, Since which time, it's ſaid, that the People of 
Halberſtade permit not any Drum, Pipe, or other Inſtrument 
to be ſounded in that ftreet : and they eſtabliſhed a Decree 
that in all writinzs of Contracts, and Bargains, after the 
Date of our Lord Chrifts Nativity, the date alſo of this their 
childrens tranſmigration ſhou!d be added for the remembrance 
of it. 

But though the Duteb or Saxons make up the main Body 
of the Tranſylvanians, yet, having been conquered by the 
Hung arians , they have received many of their Colonies 
— them; and in the Northern parts of Tranſylvania 
there remain ſtill ſome of the old Scythians , whih were plant- 
ed there by Au. Out of all theſe, the Body of this Coun- 
try is compoſed ſo ſtrong and populous that they are able to 
raiſe an Army of ninety thouſand men; and actually they did

| neceſſicy of Commerce, and co · habitation, they have learned 
the ſame Language, yet they ſtill retain their ancient cu- 
ſtoms, and are Governed by their own Laws, They are a 
| Warlike People, and live after the ſame manner as the Swit- 
Ters do, being divided into ſeven Cantens, each Canton being . 
abſolute in and of it ſelf, but all united with the Traaſlva- 
ni ans, and amongſt themſelves, for the defence of their Coun. 
try againſt the pretention of the German, and Tariiſoꝰ Em- 
perors; and though they acknowledge ſome ſubjection to the 
Emperor, as King of Hungary, yet it is but what they liſt them- 
ſelves, being anciently priviledged from all Taxes, more than 
the paying of a Bull for every Houſhold at the Coronation 
of a new King; when, and how often ſo ever it falls out. In 
former times, no Nobility , nor any one of better means, 


and greater eminence than other, was known amongſt them, 
but 
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but of later times ſome have overcopped others, both in 
power, and title, as in other places. 

Tranſylvania was Conquered by Stephen, the firſt King of 
Hungary, ſurnamed the Saint, by whoſe perſwaſion, and in- 
ducements, they received the Goſpel, after which time, as a 
member of that Kingdom , it was Governed by Deputies, 
whom they called Yayweds of Tranſylvania (the word Va yved| 
ſignifying as much as Præfectus Militiæ, or a Lord Lieutenant) 
a name, by reaſon of the greatneſs of his place and power, of 
moſt authority in that Kingdom.

The Vayvods, and Princes of Tranſylvania ſince the time 
of John Huniades. 


Ars Chrifts 1400. 1975 ſurnamed uni ades, was made 
Vayvod of Tranſylvania by Uladiſlaus the fourth, He wasal 
Valiant, and Renowned Champion, and a great defender of 
his Country againſt the Turks, whom he overthrew in many 
Battels, eſpecially in that of Maxons, where he flew of them 
fifty thouſand. He dyed about the year 1458. 
Ste ven, of the Noble Family of the Battori; He was Vayvod, 
in the time of Matt bia, ſurnamed Corvinus, Son of Haniades, | 
and King of Hungary, about the year 1470. | 
obs the ſecond, ſurnamed de Sepuſio was Vayved of Tran- 
ſ[ylvanis , about the year 1527, and was afterwards choſen! 
King of Hungary upon the Death of Zews the ſecond ; and 
was thence ejected by Ferdinand of Auſtria, ard reſtored to 
his Kingdom again by So/yman the great Turk. He died Anno 
Chriſti 1540. 


Americus, Biſhop of Veradium, was made Vayvod of Tran 
[11 vania by John de Sepnſio, when be took the Crown of Han. 
gary. He was treacherouſly murthered for not complying with 
the Turks. Anne Chriſt 1534. 

Stephen Mayſat, a Noble, Hungarian but extreamly ambiti- 
ous ; Not long after the Death of Americas, he uſurped the 
Vayvodſbip, and was confirmed therein, Anno Chriſti 1540. | 

Stephen the third, the Son of John de Sepuſio , was made | 
| Vayvod of Tranſylvania whilſt he was an Infant by Sim 
the Magnificent, Anno Chriſti 1541. 


Stephen | 
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Stephen the fourth, ſurnamed Hartori, was made Vayvod by 
the great Turk; and afterwards, upon the commendation of 
Ammnrath the third, was choſen King of Poland. 

Cbri ſtopher Batteri, Brother to Stephen, ſucceeded him in the 
V aywodfip, when hisBrother Stephen was choſen King of Poland, 
He was the firſt that, leaving the Title of Vayvoa, called himſelf 
prince of Tranſylvania. 1575. 

Sigiſmund, Son of Chriſtopher Battori, was the next, He was 
a gallant Prince, who ſhook off the Tur biſb yoke, defeated ma- 
ny of their Armies, and ſlew ſome of their Baſſa's, But not be. 
ing able to hold out againſt ſo Potent an Enemy, he reſigned 
his intereſt in Tranſilvania to the Emperor Rodulphus, having 
for it in Exchange, the Dukedoms of Oppelen, and Ratibor in 
Sileſia, and an annual Penſion of fifty thouſand Nai. But 
finding his Penſion ill paid, he reaſſumed his Princedom and re- 
figned it ag iin to a Kinſman, 

Andrew Battori, Couſin to Sigiſmund; He was ſlain within 
the year by the Vayvod of Walachia. Anno Chriſti 15 99, 

Rodulphus, Emperor of Germany, and King ot Hungary, was 
admitted Prince of Tranſylvania. Anne Chriſti 1601, upon 
the ſecond Reſignation of Sigiſmund: But his Souldiers be- 
having themſelves very inſolently, $igi/mand was called back 
again, but never was well ſetled, 

Juſtin Battors, ſurnamed Botſcay, ſucceeded inthe Principa- 
lity of Tranſylvania, upon the Death of S$igi/mand, by the 
power of the Turks, by whoſe help he cleared the Country of 
the German Souldiers, eAnzo Chrifti 1604. 

Gabriel Batteri, of the family of the formerPrinces,ſucceeded 
in that Principality by the favour of Achmet, the Great Turł. 

Sigiſmund Ragot ⁊i, upon the death of Gabriel Battor;,was made 
Prince by the power, and favor of the Turks. An. Chriſti 1610. 

Bet blem Gabor, by the Great T urk was made Prince of Tran- 
[ylvania ;, He was a profeſſed enemy to the Houſe of Auſtria, 
and maintained great Wars againſt it, Anwo Chriſti 1620. 

George Ragetſy, or Rakocxi, ſucceeded his Father in the 

Principality of Tranſylvania. eAnno Chrifti 1648. He died 
une the ſixth Anno Chrifts 1660. 


George Rekoczs the younger, ſucceeded him, who died the laſt 
Winter. 1663, | F Radus 
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Rades was by the Great Turk made Prince of T ranſylva-

The Couniry abounds with maſt of thoſe commodities that 
are found in 19, to which it is little inferior. It yields Wine 
and Oyl in great plenty z and hath good ſtate of Cattel, and 
ſome wild Beaſts: It hath alfo ſome rich veins of Gold and 
Silver, The Northern parts are Mountainous & cold, not yield- 
ing Wine, or ſuch fruics as require heat ; yet they yield good 
Patlurage, and breed a race of Sheep that have young twice a 
year, and are ſhorn four times. The Sea coaſt yields ſtore of 
Fiſh, and very good Hayens. 

The People are couragious, proud, ſtubborn, and untracta- 


ble, of ſtrong bodies and conſtitutions , able to endure much 


drudgery, wherein they are imployed by the Venetian. The 
Chriſtian Faith was firſt planted here, about the time of Charles 
the Bald, Emperor of the Weſt, Anno Chriſti 877. Snero- 
pilus being the firſt of their Kings that embraced the Goſpel. 
In the Eaſtern parts towards Greece they embrace the Religion 
of the Creck Church; and in the Weſtern towards 7taly, that; 
of the A . ih Church; The Mabume tan Religion in thoſe pla- 
ces which are ſubjected to the Turi. The Sclavonian Lan 
guage is common to them all. 

The Chief Mountains in this Country are called Scardonici; 
the Chief Rivers are; 1. Varieca, which parts it from Dal- 
matia; 2. Arſa, that bounds it on the Weſt; And 3. Dri- 
nut, that bounds it on the Eaſt. 4. Narento, not far from 
Epidauriu. This Country was anciently called Myria, or II-

About the year 1600, Ferdinand de Crate, who was aſter- 
wards Emperor, was Governour of Steirmark, Carinthia, and 
Carniola; He married Mariana, the daughter of William, 
Duke of Bavaria, which Lady was ſuch a Jeſuited Papiſt , that 
ſhe would not enter into the limits of his Dominions until they 
were purged of Hereſie, and Hereticks (as ſhe called them ) 
and till the Liberties granted to thoſe of the Auguſtine Confeſ- 
fien were taken away, which accordingly, the Arch. Duke (b 
the perſwaſion of the Jeſuits) did abrogate, and by Oa 
obliged himſelf ro the Pope, that he would ſeverely proſe- 
cute all the Proteſtants which were within his Dominjons ; 
and accordingly he either baniſhed them, or Plundred, and 
Murthered them, which was proſecuted with ſuch cruelty and 
inhumanity by his Popiſh Agents, that they blew up their 
very Churches with Gum powder, and raged againſt the very 
bones of the Dead, not ſuffering them to lie quietly in their 
graves (which are common and allowed to all men) inſo- 
much as what the Ter- had ſpared , was not ſpared by them. 
At the demoliſhing of their Churches in Grarz, they digged 
up the Body of William Zimmerman , an eminent Prote- 
{tant Miniſter of that place, and threw it into the Ri- 
ver Mar. /

to be lifted in their Army but Roman Catholicks, leſt the pre- 
ſence of any Proteſtants ſhould cauſe the enterpriſe to miſcar- 
ry. The Governour of Canyſia at this time, was Haſanes, 
who with eight bundred men, and as many more from Ei- 
'geth, and Buda, that through the negligence of Orphas Gal- 
lonius, Ferdinands General of the Ordinance, git into the 
City, he defended ic reſolutely. This Orphas whilſt he was 
buſie in filling the ditches with wood from the adjoyning For- 
reſt, was ſhot wich a Culverin bullet, and killed. The Turk, 
made frequent, and vigorous Sallies wherein they killed 
many; and though the Emperor Matthias ſent ſix thou- 
ſand men to aſſiſt and animate his Couſin, yet was the Siege 
ſpun out till Winter came, which with Froſts and Storms, en- 
forced them to leave their Station ( athouſand Horſemen 


| being frozen to Death in one night: )} They were alſo worn 
out with Snow, Hunger, Wearineſs, and Watching in attend- 
ing the Active and InduQtrious Enemy, fo that they were 
| gn with diſhonour. to raiſe their Siege, and that in ſuch 
| haſt that they left all their Ordinance for a prey to the Tarks, 
who preſently after their departure, flew all their ſick, and 
wounded Souldiers that they left in their Camp; and thus it 
pleaſed God to preſerve the Proteſtants, whom they would

not admit into their Army, and the blow fell upon them, who 
were the Per ſecutors of them. |
